Steps Taken to Secure a Rigid En- 
forcement of the Act. 

„SAN Francisco, May 2%.—[Special.] 

The following circular is being forwarded | 

to wine manufacturers throughout the State 


by Controller Dunn: 


“Arrangements have been perfected by 
which the wine labels, authorized by the 
act known as the ‘Pure Wine Law,’ will 
be ready for delivery at this office June 5, 
1887, the date on which the act jtakes effect, 
and will be supplied at the rate of $1.50 per 
thousand, plus the charges for forwarding 
same. Blank forms of application for 
these labels, in accordance with said act, 
will be furnished by this office. The price 
of the labels should accompany each order.“
